or reiiiain problems. I remembered''’writing you and getting no response. When I looked 
at the file I saw that I liad not dated tliat letter. So, instead of mailing this now I'll 

get it on paper and wait a while longer before mailing it. I'll then try to temember to 


date it, 

I really do regret liaving to lay aside wliat I am writing about Gerald Posner and 

Ills book, too! UnlUce other responsible writing in this field it is a sheer joy! Hy x-fhat 

a mark he lias made of himself I 

But in a short wliilo relatives ^ have not seen in some time will be here, so I do 

return to what I wrote you, in the evnt you iiave not reacted to it by the time I have 
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another interlude like I will have soon, 

I have been honest with you, I have tried to inform you, and while you have no 
obligation to respond, I do tliink that all interests can be served better than to the best 
of ray Icnowledge seems probable, 

VJliat I told you I could have dona is far flrom all. I intended only to give you a 
substantial reason to believe me when I say tliat if I liave to defend mj'self I am in a 
position to do thit. One of the reasons I liave done nothing publicly is because I learned 
long ago that hurting people without need is not the way I want to live. 

VJhether you have gonsidered the position in which I'll be I do not luiow. You are, 
of course, under no obligation to tell me tiiat. I do believe that consideration does also 
serve your interest. If I did not there would be no point at all in irriting you. 

You roay, of course, have given tlrLs matter some thought. If you did, and if you 
did in terms of what_^ night do only i;hen I have to face the allegations you jr~burself 
described in terms of a felony (and tiiat I believe is a felony under ^'^aryland law), you 
then would not liave considered all my options. 

Long ago, in some rather memorable situations when I was young, I learned that 
for those without real influence waiting to defend against charges already made publis 
can be self-defeating. The truth then rarely can catch up with falsehood. If I feel tiiat 
I must go public I'll not wait until it is too iate. So that you will not liave to winder 
wliat I consider some of my oj^iions to be, I report some of those for which ^ long ago 
prepared. As I've told you, whether or not you believe me, I regard the potential as 
very dangerous to me and my sole interest is in protecting myself and my reputation. 
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'When Harry spelled out in a greater volume of letters than to the best of my 
Imouledgo you laiov; about, because in themselves they are a felony in tliis state, I took 
selections from thorn to the states attorney. The assistant who slcLmmed them noted im- 
mediately possibke federal offenses and the possibility of some with regard to the Balti- 
more city police. She indicated they would have to confer. She told me that when they had 
reached a decision she would let me Imown. I have heard nptlxLng since then and I liave not 
asked for any decision. I know tliat the Baltimore police int®mal-af fairs unit is 

overloaded, as are the postal inspectors. 

The Baltimore police internal-affairs unit has a rather large selection of Harry s 
letters in wliich he says tliat he represents it. Hht from me hut to my Imowledge it also 
lias such a letter he wrote on its letterhead. It began an investigation^ lot later than 
tills past ehi’uary, when a elective phoned me about it. On its ovin it had discovered 
violations of the restrictions on use of the police computer system for anytliing other 
than official purposes. That 2nd them to Ricliard Waybright and tliat led them to Harry. 

They Icnow tliat Harry got Waybright to do wliat is both illegal and improper for police, 
the latter acting as an investigator in free time. 

We accepted Wayfcright as Harry's representative, as Harry intbfduced him to us, 
and as Harry's agent he had the usual unrestricted access to all have. He was here 
rather often. the course of it he robbed me of only copies He then sold to Liflton, 

for whom ho was also worldjig once Llften liad the lever of his working for Harry. Harry 
did know about it and he d:Ld know tliates HarrTji's representative he stole from me, for 
Lifton. Of coarse I can file charges hut I have sought to av^id unnecessary scandal. 

There is more, Harr;/- is the principal, and if I write the mayor or the chief of 
police or both end get no response, wliat I can give the papers, particularly the altimOre 
Sun, would create, I tliinlo, a real stinlc that would force some action, perlmps criminal, 
because I am without doubt that Barry's writing is a felony under ilaryland law. If any 
of tliat is in the book X, believo a look would have to be taken at it. And if I feel I have 
to go public in mticipation of the damage tliat the book will do me, it will be public 
loiowlcdge before the book is out. On wliat the book contains B know wliat you have said and 
I have a tldck file of what llarry has said. It is at once ludicrous dnd outrageous, there 
cannot be any suppoi-t of it. Indecent, too. 

When Harry told-ne” his new "solution"iiand who those conspirators were I told him 
t’nat came right fromr-.a false bosk by the French OIA and tliat I liad personal Imowledge of 
it from exposing the film based on it and ending its life. His attitude and a|)proxinate 
t;ords were wliat is wrong with tiiat, they were right aiiiajqy. 

There is more but I tliinls this should be enough for you to undei’stand that although 
I liave been silent on this and more, if I liave to defends myself I will ■. ith wliat I believe 
will bo cai cffoctivG«)efGnse. I much iiroier to continue without wasting awy of the little

It includes my files on tliat Fal:e French spook bock, 
Farewell America , ^uid, of course, my file of correspt^once with and from arry.

I was send a page from y-..ur now catalogue in \jl:dcli the charge of "fraud" is used- Whether 
cluirglng an indictable offense ieally is proM.bited by the I-Iaryland code as I reac^ it 
is Wiling that may yet be decided. I'vo tai:en no steps to have it decided. But in time 
I probably will, 'iliat roraiiided mo tiiat I've not heard of any steps you may havo talcen 
to determino whether what you liafe announced and described is trge. 1 believe tliat if 
you liad I would liave heard about it- and_ I Icnow very well you did not ask me. Nor did 
Harry, not evo^^fter^I told iim wliat ho liad written is false, ks of now my knowledge 
of'^youl^ not ^^fi^^^published'io tliat I ai^lccessory in a murder and am guilty of 
fraud. Botl^’slate to wliat to me is the most subversive crirae in a country like oursi^ the 
assassinatxon of a President. How r.iy actual record, as distinguised frok tho nightmares 


of which I have an abjmdant file, relates to these serious cliarges you liave made and 


published, may interest you as they may also interest others after your book is out. I 
am, after all, books you liave alreay published and to wliich you now add, an ac- 

cessory'' of officialdom because you published the book tliat says tho government IcLlled 
the President and thus I am a government accessory. 


When governflent helicopters ruiri^my cliicken farming I sued the government and estab- 
lised a new right that lias cost it much in money and problems, the property owner’s owner- 
ship of the air-space ovor his property to tho degree needed to enjoy the Constitutional 
right to own^property. 

Broke and in debt from tills government tort, after more tlian 100 international re- 
jections of my first book I published if myself and with it opened tho subject up. Tliat 
book is severely critical of the government whose accessory you personal^^ay I am in its 
murder. I then published, six additional books, all similarly critical of the same govern- 


ment, critical with fact, not wliat malces money, what is -imagined despite contrary fact. 

iifter my book on "the I'iLng assassiiiation was published I beccime James Sari Ray's 
investigator. I then ..coiid^oted the investegation for the success~¥ul'- habeas corpus, which 
tlie government did not like, and then for the ti-Jo weeks of evidentiary hearing, wliicli it 
liked even less and wliiclf got considerable national attention embarrassing to the govern- 


ment. 

I filed about a dozen Freedom of Ij^formation lavrauits against the government. Some 
were precedental and one is credited in tho legislative liisti/oy of the 1974 amending 
of tliat 4ct with causing tho amendment that opened FBI, CIA. and siipilar files to POIA 
access. Ig tliis litigation I obtained about a tliird of a million once-witlilieid pages. 

I malce and liave always made all tliosio records f.reely availa!ile/’>to all writing in the 
field, without cliarge and wi'idio]^ a up e rf a siioa supervision. 





Altiiough in moro tlian a decade it had never happened before, this enabled me to 
be robbed, by the; aficnt of your star;^, prize property, author of the charges you described. 

Unless it is a crime to refuse to call chicken-shit chicken salad, there is no act 
of aiiy kind tliat can wanraiiit even the suspicion tliat I perpetrated some Icind of fraud 
or M^in any vJay accessorji in any crime, particularly not the assassination of a Presi- 
d:;nt. I here liiiiit myself to uliat you personally said, hajcy's letters have me a part 
of the conspiracy tm ld.ll as well as°^iore or less the IcLnd of access5<^y you seem to he 
tallcing about. But^hatever kind jeou were talldaig about, any kind is a severe enough 
cliarge. You liave the Ilari^’lcind code available to you. You may wanj to decide for yourself 
if wliat you Ixave said publi.sly, including r;;contly in charging" aiTl^orfense , fraud, is 
witliin the definition of a felony in tliat ^'"aryland code. At some not distant date you have 
left me no alternative to Iqsrning. , 

Ibl tliis regard you may also want to consider what I probably will have to raise, 
whether you have done all of tliis and will do more on the word, unproven word for sure, 
of only a man shout whoso rationality you seem not to liave questioned. I believe you had 
cause to have questions about it.
